THE THIRD PRC NATIONAL GAMES, A PRE-CULTURAL REVOLUTION 
SERIES LAST HELD TEN YEARS AGO, HAVE BEEN ANNOUNCED 
FOR SEPTEMBER. ON THE EXTERNAL FRONT, PEKING REPORTED 
INCREASED US CONCERN FOR THE SOVIET THREAT IN EUROPE, 

AND APPEARED TO THUMB THE CHINESE NOSE AT THE RETURN 
OF SOVIET NEGOTIATORS TO THE SINO-SOVIET BORDER TALKS. 

OTHER CHINESE SIGNALS INCLUDE POSSIBLE OVERTURES TO THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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INDIANS. END SUMMARY 
1. DICTATORSHIP 

NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL MEDIA HAVE BEEN CHOKED WITH 
DISCUSSIONS OF THE NEW POST-NPC LEADERSHIP’S FIRST EDITORIAL 
WHICH CALLS FOR MORE DICTATORSHIP (WR 7). DISCUSSIONS FOCUWS 
ON THE QUESTION OF BOURGEOIS RIGHTS -INCLUDING CHINA'S 
PRESENT 8-GRADE WAGE SYSTEM AND DISTRIBUTION ACCORDING TO 
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WORK - AND THE NEED TO RESTRICT THEM. THIS RESPONSE TO 
THE REGIME’S IMPLICIT CALL FOR STABILITY AND DISCIPLINE 
SEEMS TO BE FLOWING ON SMOOTHLY AND EASILY FROM MOST 
PROVINCES. INDICATING SUPPORT FROM LOCAL POWER HOLDERS. 

HOWEVER, WE HAVE NOTICED A FEW CROSS-CURRENTS AND DISCORDANT 
VOICES, INCLUDING REFERENCES TO "GOING AGAINST THE TIDE".

NCNA ANNOUNCED FEBRUARY 15 THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE PREPARATORY 
COMMITTEE FOR THE THIRD NATIONAL GAMES, SCHEDULED TO BE HELD 
NEXT SEPTEMBER, EXACTLY TEN YEARS AFTER THE PREVIOUS GAMES. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT MARKS ANOTHER EFFORT AT RETURN TO PRE- 
CULTURAL REVOLUTION NORMS OF ACTIVITY, POLITBURO MEMBER, 
VICE-PREMIER AND PEKING MR COMMANDER CHEN HSI-LIEN HAS BEEN 
NAMED CHAIRMAN OF THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE, THUS MAIN- 
TAINING THE PLA'S LEADERSHIP ROLE OVER SPORTS, AN AREA OF

5. PROVINCIAL PLENUMS 

RADIO REPORTS OF RECENT PLENUMS OF ANHWEI'S REVOLUTIONARY 
COMMITTEE (FEB 8) AND HEILUNGKIANG'S PARTY COMMITTEE (FEB 10) 

REFLECT DISCUSSION OF A NUMBER OF INSTRUCTIONS COMING OUT OF 
THE CENTRAL PARTY PLENUM AND NATIONAL PEOPLE'S CONGRESS LAST 
MONTH. CENTRAL DIRECTIVES HAVE APPARENTLY BEEN ISSUED ON 
QUESTIONS OF DICTATORSHIP, ECONOMIC PLANING, AND BIRTH 
CONTROL. THERE MAY ALSO BE SOME FURTHER WORD ON THE "NEW

6. THE SCHLESINGER REPORT 

AGAIN STRESSING THE THEME OF US-SOVIET CONTENTION, NCNA'S 
LENGTHY REPORT ON SECRETARY SCHLESINGER'S ANNUAL REPORT TO 
THE CONGRESSS PLAYED UP THE EMPHASIS ON THE US 
STRENGTHENING IT S MILTIARY CAPABILITY IN ORDER TO COMPETE 
WITH THE SOVIETS. IN LINE WITH RECENT PRC WARNINGS ON THE 
DANGER OF WAR, NCNA NOTED THE REPORT STATED THAT US MILITARY 
PLANNING AND FORCES ARE INCREASINGLY BEING " ORIENTATED 
TOWARD A WAR IN EUROPE". MEANWHILE, A FEBRUARY 8 DOMESTIC 
BROADCAST HAILING THE 27 ANNIVERASRY OF THE KOREAN ARMY 
AND CRITICIZING THE PRESENCE OF US FORCES IN KOREA SEEMED 
IN PART A RESPONSE TO THE SCHLESINGER REMARKS SUGGESTING

7. SINO -US RELATIONS 
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THE PRC-OWNED HONG KONG NEWSPAPER WEN WEI PAO RELAYED 
PORTIONS OF THE RECENT REUTER'S ARTICLE ON AMBASSADOR BUSH 
WHICH REPORTS HIM SAYING THAT THE PRESIDENT'S FALL VISIT TO 
CHINA WILL NEITHER SIGNAL AN IMPORTANT BREAK-THROUGH IN SINO 
US RELATIONS NOR BE A MERE FORMALITY. (WE NOTE REUTER 
REPORTED BUSH AS ADDING "BUT DON'T BET EITHER WAY). UNCLASSIFIED 

8. THE MIDDLE EAST 

IN ITS FIRST COMMENT, NCNA HAS CHARACTERIZED THE RECENT 
GROMYKO AND KISSINGER VISITS TO THE MIDDLE EAST AS SPURRING 
A NEW ROUND OF SUPER-POWER CONTENTION IN FURTHERENCE OF THE 
US AND SOVIET’S OWN HEGEMONIC DESIGNS. THE ARTICLE REVEALS 
THAT THE CHINESE VIEW THE PROSPECTS OF A PEACEFUL SETTLE- 
MENT OF THE ARAB-ISRAELI DISPUTE AS LOOMING CLOSER ON THE 
HORIZON. ALTHOUGH PREFERRING THAT THE PROBLEM REMAIN 
UNRESOLVED, NCNA INDICATED CHINA'S RELATIVE PLEASURE IN

CHINESE MEDIA HAVE REFRAINED FROM ENTIONING THE FEBRUARY 12 
RETURN TO PEKING OF SOVIET BORDER NEGOTIATOR ILYICHEV, 
ALTHOUGH SEVERAL ANTI-SOVIET ARTICLE WERE CARRIED THAT DAY, 
PRESUMABLY AS A "WELCOMING" (HONG KON 1577). ILYICHEV'S

SIHANOUK MADE HIS ANNUAL TET VISIT TO HANOI FEBRUARY 9-15,

IN COVERING THE VISIT, NCNA NOTED THAT IENG SARY ARRIVED ON 
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FEBRUARY 1 1 AND PAID A CALL ON SIHANOUK THAT DAY, 

ALTHOUGH NCNA DID NOT REPORT THE VENT UNTIL THE 14TH. 

IN OTHER REPORTING , NCNA NOTED THE HGIGH-LEVEL DRVN 
ATTENTION PAID TO SIHANOUK AND CARRIED EXTENSIVE EXCERPTS 
FROM HIS FEBRUARY 1 1 BANQUET SPEECH. AS USUAL , SIHANOUK 
RECEIVED PRC COURTESIES, BEING FAREWELLED AND WELCOMED
